CONIDAAR ON 


During the fiscal year under review, the department once again undertook a heavy program of 
design, construction and maintenance. Our close liaison with the Alberta Construction Association has 
continued during the past year, and I am happy to report that both members of this department and 
of the Association are very satisfied with this relationship. The General Manager of the Association 
or his representative, attends most tender openings and assists the Tendering Committee in reviewing 
bids in terms of compliance with the Alberta Bid Depository Limited regulations, when such are ap- 
plicable. 


The year under review has seen a further curtailment in staff, and a number of the permanent 
staff positions which became vacant were abolished. The Personnel Officer’s report contains details 
of the staff changes which occurred, as well as reference to the establishment revisions in the Physical 
Plant Division. 


During the year 1969-70 the responsibility for administration of the grants program to municipali- 
ties for the construction of swimming pools was transferred to the Department of Youth. 


The list of architectural and engineering commissions awarded during the year is evidence of our 
continuing policy of involvement of the private sector of the design resources of the province. 


The activities of the various operational committees of the department have, I believe, continued 
to be very successful during the past year. The processing of tenders, the allocation of space for gov- 
ernment departments, and other functions of the department have been carried out by the committees 
established for these various purposes. I am able to report that no complaints have been received 
from any source with regard to the activities of these committees. The method of processing tenders, 
in particular, continues to be satisfactory to the construction industry in the province. 


The year under review has been another busy one; however, the staff of the department have 
responded in their usual cooperative manner to the various demands on their capability, and I wish 
to record my appreciation for their good work.

THE FUNCTIONS OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
PUBLIC WORKS 


The Department of Public Works is required to provide suitable accommodation, the necessary 
furnishings and equipment to all departments of the government so that the departments may carry 
out the various functions required of them. Such accommodation is provided in buildings rented, pur- 
chased or constructed by the Department of Public Works. The department is responsible for the 
construction of all provincial government buildings.

The department is also responsible for the servicing and maintenance of all provincial government- 
owned buildings, with the exception of various self-governing institutions such as the Universities in 
Edmonton and Calgary, and this requires the services of a large group of men with assorted technical 
skills. Carpenters, plumbers, electricians and other tradesmen keep these buildings in good repair; 
gardeners maintain the surrounding grounds, which are quite extensive at some points; caretakers 
keep the buildings clean; men operate the elevators and watchmen guard the buildings at night. 


The extensive program of construction which we are presently undertaking requires not only the 
services of a staff of architects, engineers, draftsmen, surveyors and building inspectors who design and 
plan the buildings and supervise the work of the contractors but, also, the engagement of private con- 
sulting architects and engineers. A resume dealing with the engagement of consultants follows later 
in this report. 


Some urgent and also minor construction work is undertaken by our own forces. Such work is 
kept to a minimum because it is the policy of the department to have whatever construction work 
necessary done whenever possible by the contractors. This requires the department to maintain a staff 
of tradesmen which is augmented by temporary staff as the requirements of the work necessitate. The 
department also operates various trade shops where furniture and equipment such as laboratory benches, 
etc. are made. 


A group of engineers, firemen and tradesmen working under the Director of Utility Services is 
responsible for the supply of electrical power, heat, water and sewage disposal at the twenty-two larg- 
est institutions. These men also design, install and maintain the special equipment necessary. At these 
institutions, farm machinery, milking, canning, laundry, kitchen and fire fighting equipment is maintained 
and kept in good repair by the staff. The utilities and maintenance service of a large institution is 
comparable to the servicing of a town of two or three thousand people. 


The department has a number of other functions including the arrangements for the installation and 
rental of telephones, rental of parking stalls on government property throughout the province to civil 
servants and, when required, the buying and leasing of lands for building sites. 


A garage located on the ground floor of Block “E”, Terrace Building, Edmonton, services the 
automobile fleet of the government. 
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CALLING TENDERS AND AWARDING CONTRACTS 


Departments of the government which need additional work space submit their space require- 
ments to the Department of Public Works. If, in order to provide this additional space, a new build- 
ing is deemed necessary, the Properties Section acquires a suitable building site and prepares a program 
of requirements for the architectural office. The architects, in turn, effect liaison with the departments 
concerned, and the actual space requirements and the purpose of the proposed building are determined. 
In cooperation with the departments which will be housed in the building, preliminary plans are drawn 
and, from such plans, an estimate of construction cost is obtained. A sum of money is submitted in 
the annual estimates for the next fiscal year for approval by the Legislature. The actual amount of 
money requested is dependent upon the amount of construction that this department estimates will be 
done in the following fiscal year. If actual construction is not expected in the following fiscal year, a 
nominal sum not exceeding $10,000.00 is requested to cover preliminary investigations on the site, 
which may include soil testing and/or utility line relocations. 


The design and basic construction and materials of which the structure will be built are deter- 
mined by the Director of Design and Construction in consultation with his technical staff and with 
any private consultants who may have been commissioned. Their recommendations in the form of 
sketch proposals accompanied by a full report and budget are then submitted to the Deputy Minister 
for approval and referral to the user department. When the proposals are approved by the depart- 
ment concerned, the Minister of Public Works is requested to submit the proposal to the Treasury 
Board and to obtain approval to proceed with final plans. Detailed plans are then drawn and sub- 
mitted for approval to the Deputy Minister, bearing the signatures of the Director of Design and Con- 
struction, the Chief Architect and the Chief Engineer. If approval is obtained from the Deputy Min- 
ister, the plans are then submitted to the Minister of the department concerned and this Minister is 
requested to sign the plans. Finally, the plans are submitted to the Minister of the Department of 
Public Works with a request that he obtain Treasury Board approval to call tenders on the project. 
When Treasury Board approval has been obtained, tenders are then called. 


Advertisements calling for tenders are placed in the major newspapers throughout the province 
and in trade papers, and such advertisements usually run for a period of two days. Advertisements 
are also placed in newspapers of major centres across the country for tenders on larger projects. 


The size of the project under construction determines the length of the “tender period”. All 
tenders are opened in public at two o’clock on a Thursday afternoon in the Conference Room of the 
Department of Public Works. The department will consider the use of acceptable alternate materials 
to those specified during the tender period, but applications for such alternate approvals will not be 
accepted later than a stipulated time, usually fourteen days prior to the closing date of tenders. No 
request for the employment of alternate materials is considered after the contract has been awarded. 
When it is necessary to issue addenda approving alternate materials or clarifying a change in design, 
such addenda are issued at least seven days prior to the closing of tenders and, incidentally, these 
addenda are sent by double registered mail to any contractor who has indicated his intention to bid 
on the project by obtaining plans and specifications. The plans and specifications are available on 
payment of a nominal deposit to those firms registered in or eligible for registration in the Province 
of Alberta. This is refunded when the plans and specifications are returned to the department within 
a specified time limit. Additional copies of the plans and specifications are also sent to the Construc- 
tion Associations in the major cities throughout the province and to the other major cities in Canada 
in the case of larger projects. Plan Room Services provided by these Associations to their members 
are of considerable benefit to the department, as trade contractors and suppliers who are otherwise 
unable to obtain plans and specifications may prepare their quotations using the facilities of the Asso- 
ciations. 


During the past year, the department has continued to use the services of the Alberta Bid De- 
pository for all contracts exceeding $100,000.00. The Alberta Bid Depository is operated by the Al- 
berta Construction Association, which represents the building industry in Alberta. This system requires 
all subcontractors to send to the Alberta Bid Depository any bids the subcontractor wishes to submit 
to a general contractor. The Alberta Bid Depository distributes to the general contractors the bids 
received from the subcontractors. 


Each tenderer must submit with his tender a sum of not less than 10% of the total tender price 


or a stipulated amount. While such deposit is usually a Bid Bond, the department accepts cash, 
Dominion of Canada Bearer Bonds or a certified cheque. At the close of the tender opening, the 
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tender deposits submitted by the two lowest tenderers are held pending a review of tenders. The 
lowest tender is checked carefully by the department Tendering Committee to ensure that it complies 
with the specifications and that all subcontractors are shown and that those shown are acceptable to 
the department. A bid sheet is prepared and signed by the committee that opened the tenders and is 
forwarded to the Minister of Public Works with a press release giving complete details. Following 
the Minister’s approval, a letter of intent is forwarded by the department to the successful tenderer 
advising that contract documents are being prepared for his signature. The contract documents are 
prepared in duplicate and forwarded to the contractor. When returned properly signed by the con- 
tractor, they are then signed by the Minister of Public Works. 


When the successful contractor returns the signed contract documents to the department, he may 
substitute his tender deposit with a Performance Bond. If he does not do this but leaves as a guaran- 
tee or security deposit the original certified cheque or replaces this cheque with negotiable bonds equal 
to 10% of the total tendered price, the department retains as a holdback 10% of the total of each 
progress estimate. However, if the contractor does substitute a Performance Bond for his original 
tender deposit, the department retains 15% of the total of each progress estimate. It will thus be 
seen that when the contractor has completed the project, the department has either: 


1. Negotiable bonds equal to 10% of the total tendered price or the amount submitted as a cer- 
tified cheque along with the tender as a guarantee for the satisfactory completion of the con- 
tract and also a holdback equal to 10% of the total payments made by progress estimates, or 


i) 


A Performance Bond as a guarantee for the satisfactory completion of the contract and also a 
holdback equal to 15% of the total payments made by progress estimates. 


The department makes an inspection of the completed project and, if the contract has been com- 
pleted to the satisfaction of the department, payment of the monies held back from the payment of 
cach progress estimate is made to the contractor thirty days later. If the project is not completed to 
the satisfaction of the department, the payment of the monies held back from the payment of each 
progress estimate is withheld until all deficiencies have been corrected. 


Performance Bonds expire one year after the acceptance of the project, thus providing a guaran- 
tee for that period. If a certified cheque or Government of Canada bonds equal to 10% of the tender 
price have been deposited as guarantee for the successful completion of the contract, the security de- 
posit is returned to the contractor progressively during the warranty year. 


On the following pages will be found a list of tenders called and contracts awarded during the 
fiscal year under review. Previous annual reports have included detailed descriptions of the majority 
of the projejcts under construction during the year. This section of the report has been discontinued; 
however, information on specific projects may be obtained by interested parties on application to the 
department. Such applications may be forwarded to the attention of Honourable A. W. Ludwig, O.C., 
Minister of Public Works, Legislative Building, Edmonton, Alberta. 


TENDERS CALLED AND CONTRACTS AWARDED 


The following bids were opened in public and contracts awarded during the fiscal year which 
ended March 31, 1970. Bids marked with an asterisk were withdrawn by the tenderers before this 
department had forwarded a letter of acceptance to the bidder, or were rejected by this department 
because the bidder failed to comply with the regulations governing the submission of tenders.

ARCHITECTURAL BRANCH 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 





The Architectural Branch is in charge of the design and planning of building space for every de- 
partment of the provincial government. 


The Principal Architects of this branch liaise with allocated client departments in order to evaluate 
space requirements. Acting as their client departments’ expert representatives, they direct and super- 
vise the development of long-range plans and the preparation of building programs by the architec- 
tural staff. They are also responsible for the design and planning of those buildings which are not 
commissioned to private consultants. 


During the fiscal year 1969-70, the Architectural Branch processed 195 capital works projects 
for various government departments. The total expenditures were in excess of $2514 million and are 
shared by client departments as follows:

Of this, full architectural services were provided by the staff of the Architectural Branch for 164 
projects with expenditures in the amount of $13,828,701.00. The remainder of the work, with expendi- 
tures in the amount of $11,746,519.00, was carried out by private architectural consultants. 


During the 1969-70 fiscal year, a total of 26 architectural consulting firms were commissioned 
by the Department of Public Works for the design and planning of 31 major projects. The total 
funds paid out to these firms amounted to $734,136.06, which includes actual fees and expenses, 
costs of tests and other services. The fees paid were in accordance with the Schedule of Minimum 
Professional Charges as recommended by the Alberta Association of Architects. 


For all consultants retained, a list of firm names is prepared by the Architectural Branch and sub- 
mitted to the Minister of Public Works, who selects the consultant. Selection criteria are: 


a) Special qualifications for the particular type of project 
b) Locality 


c) the Minister’s objective to involve the talents of as many Alberta consultants as possible 
in the department of Public Works’ projects. 


Upon selection of a consultant, authorization by Order in Council is obtained for projects involv- 
ing fees in excess of $2,500.00. A contract for professional services is prepared by the Architectural 
Branch and signed by the consultant and the Minister of Public Works. The scope of the consultant’s 
work, the fees and manner of payment, terms and conditions and the responsibilities of the consultant 
and the Minister are defined in the “Contract” and the “Terms of Employment and Methods of Pro- 
cedure for Private Prime Consultants”. 
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All commissioned private consultants are liaised and directed by the Principal Architects of this 
branch for the client department. 


The operation of the Architectural Branch is directed by the Chief Architect, who is assisted 
by the Architectural Coordinator. Directly responsible to the Chief Architect are the following sec- 
tion heads:

Acoustician (Acoustics & Noise Control Section)

This includes all staff of the following four special sections of the Architectural Branch. 


1. The SPECIAL SERVICES SECTION of the Architectural Branch is responsible for the dis- 
tribution and disposal of used office furniture, for the interior design and furnishing of government 
offices, and also for the preparation of colour schemes for all new buildings which are designed and 
planned by the staff of the Architectural Branch. This section is further engaged in taking an inven- 
tory of all furniture owned by the department throughout the province. 


Among the major projects completed during the year was the refurnishing of the Legislative Build- 
ing with the Premier’s office of particular note. Furniture was also provided for the new John J. 
Bowlen Building in Calgary, the Commission on Educational Planning in Edmonton, Government House 
and many other office buildings and institutions throughout the Province of Alberta. 


Total expenditures for furnishings and equipment, selected and supervised by the Special Services 
Section, were in excess of $434 million during the fiscal year 1969-70. This service was provided for 
the following client departments:

2. The ACOUSTICS AND NOISE CONTROL SECTION of the Architectural Branch is in 
charge of providing acoustical investigations and designs, making recommendations which are frequently 
based on the acoustical measurements of noise, vibration, reverberation or sound transmission. 


When new buildings are planned by this department, acoustical considerations are taken into ac- 
count at the very early stages of design in order to keep costs to a minimum. The drawings of 
projects designed by private prime consultants were also studied and advice given with respect to 
acoustics and noise control. 


Many acoustical recommendations were made by this section through the Physical Plant Admin- 
istration to client departments located in government-owned buildings. Typical projects included office 
soundproofing, power plant noise, classroom acoustics and television studio design. 


Other departments of the government which are occupying rented buildings requested recommen- 
dations regarding machine noise problems, poor office or courtroom acoustics, etc., through the Prop- 
erties Administration Section. 


Some investigations were made which were not directly related to building design, such as site 
noise surveys and public complaint of noise from government properties. 


3. The LANDSCAPE DEVELOPMENT SECTION of the Architectural Branch has been re- 
sponsible for landscape design of capital works projects. 


This section is evaluating various sites throughout the province and recommending landscape 
design concepts to improve the sites. Among the sites involved is the Legislative Building Grounds. 


Projects which have been completed during the past year included the Dr. W. W. Cross Cancer 
Institute, Vermilion Agricultural and Vocational College, Senior Citizens’ Home, Medicine Hat and 
the Alberta Hospital, Claresholm. 


4. The SPECIFICATIONS SECTION of the Architectural Branch provides, broadly, a three- 
fold service: 


a) a legal document upon which depends the value of the contract 

b) a guide to the bidders for the preparation of fair prices for the work involved 

c) a standard in the methods of fabrication and erection of materials which will form the 
finished building. 


, In the preparation of specifications, general conditions, laws, labour rulings, modern materials, 
Innovations in construction, unorthodox designs and costs all must be carefully considered, investigated 
and weighed to provide an accurate legal document for a construction contract. 


As a repository for materials and technical information, quality standards and construction methods 
are established, alternatives are investigated and recommended for approval, addenda for clarification or 
change are researched, prepared and issued. This section is closely involved with design architects and 
personnel in consultations, recommendations, assembly and finalization of the many complexities of a 
construction project. 
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This section is likewise involved in methods, quality standards and costs relating to the specifica- 
tions of private architectural consultants in contract with the province by exercising recommendations, 
advising restraints and ensuring competitive bidding. 


Costing and quantity surveying of all Public Works’ projects has been under development for 
some months, with the intended purpose of providing estimated cost figures in advance of tenders 


and as a check against rising costs. This has proven to be a desirable and successful service by the 
Specifications Section. 


ANNUAL REPORT 1969-70 
ARCHITECTURAL BRANCH — SOUTHERN REGION 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


Health Sciences Centre, Calgary 


This office has been intensively involved in the direction of the development of the Medical School. 
Programs and sketch plans proposed by the Faculty of Medicine of the University of Calgary and their 
architects have been reviewed and the physical requirements of the project have been analyzed from 
the standpoint of siting, future expansion, connection to existing facilities, traffic, parking and services. 


Through the Health Sciences Centre Planning Committee, the matters of immediate and long-range 
development requirements for the entire site have been reviewed and recommendations were made to 
the Health Sciences Coordinating Authority. Investigations have been carried out in conjunction with 
the Provincial Cancer Hospitals Board and administration for the feasibility of a combined Auxiliary 
Hospital, Cancer and T.B. Clinics in regard to central dietary facilities for the Medical School and for 
the requirements of a Provincial Health Laboratory. Studies were made of the long-term child health 


care needs for Calgary and the southern half of the province involving the Alberta Children’s Hospital 
and other health care agencies. 


In August, 1969, a total allocation of $25,000,000.00 had been approved for the construction of 
the Medical School, and the University, having selected the Management Contract type of method for 
construction, was in a position to commence construction in February, 1970. 


Master Plan and Utilities — Contract sum — $183,400.00 
Contractor — Poole Construction Ltd. 
Sanitary sewer, storm sewer and water main extension 
100% complete. 
Utilities redistribution, Phase I 100% complete. 


House Staff Residence — This project was completed in June, 1969. 


Addition to Central Power Plant — 95% complete. 


The completion of the House Staff Residence in June made it possible for the Medical School to 
establish, on two floors of this building, temporary quarters for their ambulatory care clinic until per- 
manent space will become available in the Medical School itself. Construction has been started on 
the additional floors to the clinical wing of the Foothills Hospital, the top floor of which is to pro- 
vide temporary accommodation for teaching the first class entering medicine in the fall of 1970. 


Alberta Mental Health Centre — Design has been held in abeyance pending the 
implementation of the recommendations of the Blair 
Report. 

Site Services — Distribution of service and energy needs has been updated 


in line with long-range and immediate needs. 
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Traffic and Parking Study — Study of long-range and interim phasing requirements has 
been advanced with specific recommendations for parking 


controls. 
Additional Floors to Clinical — Contract has been awarded to Bird Construction Co. Ltd. 
Wing, Foothills Hospital for the sum of $1,461,755.00. 95% complete. 
Medical School — Cana Construction Co. Ltd. as Contract Managers have 


initiated work on the building in February, 1970, and the 
total subcontract let until the end of the fiscal year 
amounted to approximately $1,577,187.00. Progress - 
8.7% of building complete. 


The University of Calgary Long-Range Development Plan 


Long-range planning work with the Campus Development offices has continued throughout the year 
and covered all the contemplated immediate and future building projects in various phases of develop- 
ment. Regular planning meetings have been held with University authorities and their special consultants 
involving utilities, transportation, parking and landscaping. Follow-up meetings have been held with 
architects of the individual projects to ensure architectural and aesthetic continuity and the use of com- 
patible external materials. 


At this stage of campus growth, a complete review of vehicle circulation and road systems has 
been undertaken with special considerations and provisions for the future rapid transit system to serve 
the campus. The north and south arrival points have been further defined and discussions have been 
held with city and transit authorities concerning requirements for bus service. A study of parking needs 
relating to environmental factors has been made with recommendations for the various modes of park- 
ing including structures and remote lots. 


The concept of a University Centre to incorporate the Students’ Union, Faculty Club and, in a 
broader sense, the Physical Education facilities and the Calgary Hall Theatre, has been explored with- 
in the overall campus plan. Other areas of studies have covered the feasibility of a fully enclosed 
campus pedestrian circulation system extending over the entire academic core, desirable and maximum 
development densities within the academic core based on the forecasts of the academic planning reports. 


A presentation has been given about the Long-Range Campus Plan to the President of the Uni- 
versity and delegates of the Western Canada Plant Administrators Conference on September 24, 1969. 


A statement of the long-term planning principles has been assembled in the form of an illustrated 
brochure which was submitted for approval to the administrative committees before its distribution for 
general information. 


A scale model of the academic core has been completed to assist the long-range planning process. 


General Work 


From the capital projects of the department during the fiscal year, this office was responsible for 
the design of the following: 


Baker Memorial Sanatorium, Calgary — A conceptual redevelopment plan for the Alberta School 
Hospital to be located on this site has been developed with provisions to phase both existing and 
proposed facilities. 


Depot Building Addition, Red Cross Blood Transfusion Centre, Calgary — A contract was awarded 
to G. Shortt Construction Ltd. for $91,600.00, and construction was 100% complete in December, 
1969. 
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Horticultural Station, Brooks — Plans have been drawn for the renovation of and a small addition 
to the existing office building. This work was executed by the Physical Plant Division. 


Southern Alberta Jubilee Auditorium, Calgary — A layout for an automated coat checking sys- 
tem and revisions to office areas has been completed. 


Courthouse, Medicine Hat — In the area of resurveying existing buildings, a survey was completed 
at this location. 


Courthouse Block, Calgary — A concept for the redevelopment of the entire Calgary Courthouse 
Block has been designed to include underground parking for judges and senior personnel and self- 
contained prisoner handling facilities. The landscape architectural firm of Man, Taylor, Muret has 
been commissioned for the landscaping design which is to provide a public park in the downtown 
area. The demolition of the Land Titles Building has been completed in preparation for the new 
construction. 


ANNUAL REPORT 1969-70 
ENGINEERING BRANCH 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The main functions of the Engineering Branch can be divided in two broad categories, the first 
being a supporting function for architectural work and the second being work of an engineering na- 
ture only. 


Within each of the above categories are the structural, mechanical, electrical and municipal engineer- 
ing disciplines. The engineering work in support of the architectural branch consists of the structural de- 
sign for buildings, mechanical design for heating, ventilation, refrigeration, plumbing and any other 
special services that may be required, electrical design for illumination, communication, alarm and 
power systems and municipal work for utility services, grading of the building site, roadways and walk- 
ways, etc. The work under the second category is engineering work only and is made up of such 
projects as generation and distribution of heating and electrical facilities, water and sewer mains, paving 
and related work and mechanical and electrical modifications to existing buildings. 


The operation of the Engineering Branch is directed by the Chief Public Works Engineer. Di- 
rectly under him are four line positions, each one occupied by a section head responsible for an 
engineering discipline. In addition, there are the staff positions of the Assistant Chief Engineer and 
the administrative support. 


During the past fiscal year, there were no significant staff and position changes in the Engineer- 
ing Branch. Two new engineers have been appointed to vacant positions; and the following positions 
were vacated:

1—Engineer II Transferred to Construction Branch 
1—Technologist IV Transferred to Physical Plant Division

On March 31, 1970, we had a total engineering staff of 57, consisting of the following:

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The Engineering Branch processed a total of 120 projects for a total construction value of $10,- 
642,000.00. Of this amount, 74% involved work of an engineering nature, 20% was engineering 
work supporting the Architectural Branch and 6% was for paving and related work. The Engineer- 
ing Branch design staff completed 84 projects for a construction value of $3,126,000.00. The remainder 
of the work was carried out by private consultants. 


During the 1969-70 fiscal year, 28 different consultants were commissioned by the department to 
carry out various studies, designs and supervision work for the Engineering Branch. The total funds paid 
out to these firms amounted to $597,840.00. In addition to the above, seven different firms were re- 
tained to carry out a program of soils testing and foundation investigations for our buildings and other 
structures. A total of $40,970.00 was paid out to these firms. Six survey firms were retained by the 
department to carry out survey work for the various government building and institution sites. Fees 
and expenses amounting to $28,200.00 were paid out to these firms. For our program of water well 
drilling and testing, which was necessary to supply potable water to our building sites where required, 
the department retained eight different firms to carry out this work at a total cost of $28,000.00. 


All fees paid out were in accordance with the recommendations set forth in the Schedule of Min- 
imum Fees, as recommended by the Association of Professional Engineers of Alberta. 


All funds paid out to consultants include actual fees, expenses, costs of tests and other services. 
For all consultants retained, a list of names is prepared by the Engineering Branch and submitted to 
the Minister of Public Works for selection of a consultant. Projects involving fees of over $2,500.00 
need authorization by Order in Council and an agreement between the Department of Public Works 
and the consultant is prepared. This agreement is signed by both the Minister of Public Works and 
the consulting engineer and defines the engineer’s responsibilities, the Minister’s responsibilities and the 
manner of payment. | 


Construction of utilities services continued at the University in Edmonton. Phase II(a) of the 
services corridor was started in the fall. This is a 1,360-foot long section, originating at the Depart- 
ment of Public Works South Power Plant. The output of the Central Cooling Plant was increased by 
4,000 tons of cooling through the installation of two 2,000-ton refrigeration machines. This addition 
brings the plant to an output of 8,000 of a planned ultimate 20,000 tons. A two-mile long sewer 
tunnel from the University to the City’s Mill Creek treatment facility was begun in the springtime. 
This tunnel is being constructed by the City, with the government and the City sharing costs. The 
tunnel, when completed, will handle all sanitary sewage emanating from the greater campus area of 
the University, and will have City sewers connected to it along its way. A contract for Phase V(a) 
Sewers, being lines to serve the proposed addition to the Education Building, was awarded late this 
fiscal year. This work constitutes a continuation of the campus sewerage system. In order to pro- 
on emergency power service to the South Power Plant boilers, a 500 KW generator was installed 
in the Plant. 


To update our records, the Engineering Section undertook a complete survey of all government- 
owned buildings to establish the square footage. The total building space owned by the provincial gov- 
ernment is 13.4 million square feet. Excluded from this figure are all Alberta Government Telephones 
buildings, Alberta Liquor Control Board buildings, University buildings, Senior Citizens’ Homes, gen- 
eral hospitals operated under separate boards, and all Department of Lands and Forests buildings 
except headquarters sites. 


Another function performed by the Engineering Branch of the Department of Public Works in- 
volves the checking of engineering work carried out in association with private architects on the many 
projects for which the Architectural Department retains private architects. The senior engineers of the 
Engineering Section have, over the past several years, reviewed and checked on the average of one pro- 
ap per week, including projects designed within the department and those designed by private con- 
sultants. 
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PAVING AND RELATED WORK 
GOVERNMENT INSTITUTIONS 


The area of the work deals with site finishing and landscaping at various institutions. In order 
to maintain a good system of roadways and parking areas, the latest construction standards for this 
type of work are used, taking into account such factors as load bearing and drainage requirements. 
Installation of street lights, car plug-ins, retaining walls, patios, walks and fencing is also carried out 
during this phase of the work. A continuous process of upgrading at the old institutions is carried 
out in order to minimize maintenance and improve the functions of the roads, walks and other site 
facilities pertaining to building surroundings.

ANNUAL REPORT 1969-70 
PHYSICAL PLANT DIVISION 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The Physical Plant Division is responsible for: 
1. Maintenance of all government buildings and institutions. 
2. Custodial services in all government buildings except jails and some institutions. 


3. Maintenance and operation of twenty-two heating plants serving major institutions and other 
establishments in the province. These plants provide steam or hot water for heating of build- 
ings. They also provide one or more of the following utility services: power, water treatment, 
sewage disposal, chilled water and compressed air. 


4. Security services at the Legislative Building and Grounds, Provincial Museum and Archives, 
the Auditoria and various Alberta hospitals. Canadian Corps of Commissionaires Inc. em- 
ployees are utilized extensively for this purpose as well as to control parking and traffic in 
the parking lots. During the year, use was made of private firms which offer security service, 
utilizing specially trained employees. 


5. Providing mechanical services for the government car and truck fleets, as well as for heavy 
equipment. These services are provided for this and other departments at the Government 
Garage in the Terrace Building and the Heavy Equipment Repair Shop at Lambton Park. 


6. Trucking service for this and other departments. A fleet of trucks from half-ton to diesel 
tractor units operate out of the Edmonton and Calgary Department of Public Works Shops. 
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7. Operation of twenty-one fully equipped shops located at institutions, jails and other strategic 
locations. Each shop has a complement of tradesmen to provide maintenance services. In ad- 
dition, there are central shops located in Edmonton and Calgary for the repair and refinishing 
of furniture and equipment for other departments. 


In addition to the above responsibilities, the Physical Plant Division carried out capital construc- 
tion in excess of $1,600,000.00. This work was more expediently done by the Physical Plant Division 
for various reasons, and was carried out with the approval of the Deputy Minister. Most of this work 
was required at institutions, hospitals and public buildings, where normal business activity was carried 
out during construction.

Funds were also provided in Appropriation 2699 - Maintenance and Construction Salary Pool. 
This appropriation is utilized for payment of salaries to tradesmen, utility workers, labourers and 
grounds staff. The salaries are then charged to the Capital and Income Appropriations and this 
appropriation is reimbursed. 


Restraint of expenditures continued throughout this fiscal year, as is reflected in the total esti- 
mated and total expenditure amounts. 


The Provincial Auditoria, the Legislative Building, the Provincial Museum and Archives, and 
the Government Greenhouse continue to attract many thousands of tourists and local citizens as points 
of interest in Edmonton and Calgary. 


The reorganization of the Physical Plant Division continued, endeavoring to provide a more effi- 
cient and economical method of operating and maintaining government buildings and institutions. The 
reorganization is founded on the principle that closer control can be achieved by placing one employee 
at each institution, major building or group of small buildings who will be responsible for the operation 
and maintenance and for the cost of providing this service. Experience to date indicates that this has 
been a sound principle. The first of three phases of the reorganization has been completed and it is 
planned to commence on the second phase in the spring of 1970. 


The Physical Plant Division staff totals 1,788 regular employees comprising tradesmen, labourers, 
groundsmen, gardeners, utility workers, custodial staff, heating plant engineers, firemen and adminis- 
trative staff. Greater utilization of staff has been accomplished by more effective management at the 
local level and by the Division’s policy not to refill any position which becomes vacant due to a trans- 
fer, promotion, retirement or resignation without giving each situation very careful consideration. 


__ The annual meeting of the Physical Plant Division supervisory staff was held on April 1, 1970, 
with most of the managers and supervisors in attendance. It was felt that the Physical Plant Division 
had completed a successful year of operation with most commitments carried out.

STOCK ADVANCE BRANCH 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


Mr. B. Neilson, Stock Advance Administrator, directs the operation of this branch from the cent- 
ral office in the Terrace Building, Edmonton. A total staff of 31 employees is divided into a stores 
section, for which Mr. R. A. English, Chief Stockkeeper is responsible, and an accounting section with 
Mr. D. Kostiw, Chief Clerk Accountant, in charge. 


This section of the department is responsible for the administration of the Stock Advance Fund 
and the inventory of machinery, equipment and material necessary for its operation. A sum of money 
is allocated each fiscal year to the branch as a working fund in order that the department may pur- 
chase and maintain a stock of machinery, equipment and material. This provides an immediate source 
of supply for the government trade forces, thus eliminating unnecessary delays and reducing down-time 
to the minimum. The funds advanced in the year 1969-70 were $1,500,000.00. 


The main function of the Stock Advance Branch is to provide a material warehousing service 
where more than 4,000 stock items are held available. These items include building materials, fur- 
nishings, automotive and equipment parts and gasoline and diesel fuels. The operation of the Stock 
Advance Fund allows the branch to obtain all the benefits of bulk purchasing. Purchases are made 
through the facilities of the Government Purchasing Agency. The stock is charged, as issued, against 
various departments, services and government-sponsored activities. 


A stock of building and industrial equipment, including a fleet of trucks, is purchased out of the 
fund, is maintained by the branch and is an immediate source of supply through rental to the various 
departments. 


A stock of office furniture is purchased and maintained for standardization of government of- 
fices throughout the province, and is charged, as issued, against the various buildings. 


Building Material and Equipment Rental Catalogues, which are revised annually, are distributed 
throughout the government service. The branch also undertakes other promotional and informative 
activities to develop and maintain a quantitative foundation with relation to cost benefits and target 
priorities of departmental programs and budgets. 


The department operates production shops in the cities of Edmonton and Calgary. When a spe- 
cial item of furniture or equipment is required which is not readily obtainable from an outside sup- 
plier, it is manufactured in our own shop. The cost is obtained by issuing a Stock Advance Job Order 
for the work involved. This permits the Stock Advance Section to obtain the cost of the work and 
thus charge the total manufacturing cost to the particular department or service. 


The department also operates an automotive garage and a heavy equipment repair shop and, when 
a unit operated by a department requires repairs, the cost is obtained and charged in a similar manner. 


A ten per cent charge to cover supervision and administration is made on all operations. The 
profits arising from the operations of the year, as shown by the statements certified by the Provincial 
Auditor, are transferred to the General Revenue Fund.

Senior Staff Changes 


Changes in senior staff of the department during the year were restricted to the Physical Plant 
Division which saw the appointment of two Physical Plant Administrators and a new Assistant Direc- 
tor of Maintenance. These appointments were a part of the plan for the amalgamation of the Main- 
tenance and Utilities Branches into the Physical Plant Division. 


Appointed as Physical Plant Administrators were Mr. R. C. Kendal, formerly Assistant Director 
of Maintenance, and Mr. L. A. Undershultz, formerly Director of Utilities Services. Mr. C. H. Goings, 
formerly Maintenance Supervisor, Northern Region, replaced Mr. Kendal as Assistant Director of Main- 
tenance. 


Classification Changes 


The introduction of the Physical Plant Division brought about a new series of classifications. This 
was the implementation of the Building Superintendent I through V series, and the Physical Plant 
Manager I and II classifications. These positions are classified in accordance with size and type of 
buildings for which the incumbent is responsible, the size and kind of heating and cooling equip- 
ment, the ancillary equipment, the purpose or use of the buildings and the number of departments or 
agencies for which the building is provided. It is believed that this is the first quantitative classification 
system used by the Government of Alberta. 


Revision of Engineering Series 


In March, 1970, a revised engineering classification system, designed by the Personnel Admin- 
istration Office, was announced to the department’s engineering staff. This revised pattern is an en- 
tirely new approach for the classification of engineering positions. It calls for the Central Personnel 
Administration Office allocating positions to three broad levels which correspond to levels A to E, 
inclusive, in the Classification Guide of Engineering Responsibility Levels, published by the Associa- 
tion of Professional Engineers of Ontario, Alberta and British Columbia, November, 1969.

The department has been delegated the authority to allocate positions within the three basic levels. 
The detailed breakdown within these levels is based on a combination of competence, length of exper- 
ience, complexity of projects and responsibility for supervision of technical tasks or supervision of 
technical and administrative tasks.

CONSTRUCTION BRANCH 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The Construction Branch is responsible for the supervision and cost control in the field of the new 
construction program of the department. This control is exercised through construction inspectors, 
either resident at the major project sites or providing area coverage of groups of smaller projects. 
These, in turn, are grouped administratively under a Northern Regional Office in Edmonton and 
a Southern Regional Office in Calgary. The Regional Offices report to the head office of the Con- 
struction Branch and the Chief Construction Engineer located in Edmonton. 


During the period April 1, 1969, to March 31, 1970, there was an appreciable reduction in the 
dollar volume of projects approved for construction. The government policy of restraint took effect and 
was also reflected in a cutback in large-scale projects and the approval of a limited number of smaller 
size projects throughout the province, requiring wide area coverage by the Construction Branch staff. 


The cost of the 36 projects completed during 1969-70 amounted to $33,798,749.00. These cov- 
ered a wide gamut from salt storage sheds to an Agricultural College Building ($1.2 million), a Hos- 
pital Admission Building ($1.8 million), the John J. Bowlen Building ($6 million) and three Uni- 
versity buildings in Edmonton and Calgary ($6.2 million, $7 million and $5.3 million each). 


The cost of the 67 projects continued in construction from 1968-69 and started in 1969-70 
amounted to $44,212,870.00. The only three large scale projects started during the year were the 
Edmonton Courthouse ($10.4 million), the Alberta Vocational Centre in Edmonton ($4.26 million) 
and the Utilities Services Tunnels at the University of Alberta ($5.5 million). This latter project is 
a difficult and disruptive one and represents the phase-out in 1971-72 of our present University com- 
mitments. 


The total construction load in hand during 1969-70 of $78,011,619.00 covering work completing, 
continuing and starting, represented an appreciable responsibility on the total Construction Branch staff of 
34 members, including 23 field construction inspectors or clerks of work. The policy of tightening up 
on construction standards and work quality continued, with particular emphasis on roofing and painting. 
An appreciable amount of time was devoted to the finalization and solving of problems in connection 
with some 60 projects whose 12-month warranty period ended during the fiscal year.

The Order Desk section processed approximately 4,200 requisitions from other government de- 
partments for furnishings and equipment. 


The Blueprinting and Duplicating Services Section printed 5,324 sets of drawings for an average 
of 40 prints per set. They also Xeroxed 1,425,000 pages of specifications. 


The General Administration Section prepared tendering documents, advertised and issued drawings 
and specifications for 66 projects. Microfilming of plans of all government buildings is nearing com- 
pletion, and the record films will be sent to Regional Emergency Government Headquarters, Penhold, 
for safekeeping and for reference in event of national or provincial emergency. Duplicate films are held 
in the Printing Section where they may be examined by means of a Microfilm Reader/Printer.

The Properties Branch consists basically of five sections, namely accounting, rentals, taxes, park- 
ing and telephones, all of which have various functions within the Department of Public Works which 
are handled by a staff of 18.

Long-range planning requirement. With respect to the long-range requirement, The Public 
Works Act provides for an area to be set aside as “The Public Works Development Area”, 
and examples of this type of control were the acquisition of land in the North Garneau area, 
Edmonton, for the University, the assembly of land for the Edmonton Courthouse, and the 
continuing acquisition of land for the government area, Edmonton. With the inflationary trends, 
the acquiring of properties involved extensive negotiations, and land prices have been increas- 
ing steadily to the point where the provincial government has been obliged to pay sums for land 
which, five years ago, would have been considered exorbitant. This is a strong indication that 
there is considerable merit in the creation of a land bank. The total number of properties 
acquired during the fiscal year was 65, at a cost of $3,425,587.00. 


The Properties Branch was involved in 298 leases, consisting of 1,367,958 square feet of office 


and storage space costing $2,280,200.00. The branch handled a total of 4,450 parking stalls, of which 
850 were leased. The gross revenue from all stalls was $156,083.00. After payment for leased park- 
ing, which amounted to $104,656.00, and payment of taxes on parking lots owned by the province, 
the net revenue was $29,417.00.

During the fiscal year 1969-70, a total of $3,083,518.15 was paid to the following Cities, Towns, 
Villages, Counties and Municipal Districts throughout Alberta as grants in lieu of taxes for government 
properties. The amounts listed were gross disbursements, and a total of $39,750.25 was received as 
reimbursements from various sources as listed. The net total payment for 1969-70 was therefore 
$3,043,767.90.
